Dr 8. would say, that trom an extensive practice for 
upwards of twenty-five years, in a ma’aria district, 
where the disease prevails to a great extent, in no Case 
(where there was no constitutional dense) has he fail- 
ed to perform a permanent cure, even after the Cholo- 
rs and many other remedies had been used without
